hlbiteJ [ta uao. even by the wealthy. It waa 
mat the least part ui the grievance, that they 
were compelled to pay for this foreign wheat 
in tpet ic-foi their Van Dionien'a Land noiah.- 
boui a look very little else from thesm in return, 
and the ajoremmexil there had indeed thr-u^ht 
lit to lay a heavy duty on all articles imported 
from tnil eulunv. Now, all this might be 
avoided ; for, aa Mr, Woore hitd pointed uut, 
ilifii- were regtona in ihu. colony tttat wuulil 
not only supply nil their own liiMesaltlc*. but 
would rnniilo llieni to export wheal tu F.ng.

Hint tiie head naa ton big (Or th* 
body. Thia waa undoubtedly Irae, but until 
tho means of oaay, economical, and rapid 
u-armit weic sJT;«rded, thia defael could nevei 
be remedied, tut at present a rural populalioi) 
could net exist in those situation*, where they 
might be most desirably and sdvaiitagaoualy 
rslbliliahed, Kven in the late rjornpAtatively 
slight druugbt, bundredi nf the anull aettlera 
had been compelied to Leave their home*, and 
bfcome eervanbi.
